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SPRINGVILLE — Evelyn 
McDonald Snider, who was born 
in 1903 on her parents’ 160-acre 
homestead along Sycamore 
creek above Springville, will ride 
as grand marshal of the 
Springville- Sierra Rodeo parade 
the morning of April 24. 

The parade, with 14 divisions, 
will move through Springville at 
10 a.m. as the opening event in 
the community’s annual rodeo 
weekend that will include 
performances of world 
championship, professional 
rodeo the afternoons of April 24 
and 25, and traditional western 
dance the night of April 24. 

Mrs. Snider, the youngest 
daughter of James E. and 
Fredonia Anne (Duncan) 
McDonald, has spent much of 
her life in mountain country. 
When she was only seven years 
old she walked two miles each 
way from the family homestead 
to the old Dennison school; as a 


girl she helped in the family 
garden that each season provided 
hundreds of quarts of vegetables 
and fruit to feed the McDonald 
family of 12 during the year. 

She also helped with the 
butchering of hogs and cattle 
and the curing of meat for the 
family larder; and, after her 
marriage, she rode the trails. of 
the Sierra working with her 
husband, the late Wes Snider, 
who was Springville District 
ranger for the U.S. Forest 
service. © 

Mrs. Snider recalls that in her 
*childhood years, all work and 
play stopped when lumber 
wagons came past the ranch, 
travelling between the logging 
camps of the Mountain Home 
country and Daunt. 

‘We could hear the 
melodious sound of bells 
attached to the harness of the 
teams long before the wagons 
came into view and long after

they had passed,” she says. “It 
was exciting not only for the 
children, but for adults as well 
when the wagons came by.” 

Her father, a master 
carpenter, worked for several of 
the early-day lumber mills in the 
mountains, and a brother, Earl, 
was an expert timber faller. 

Life on a homestead “‘back in 
65 years ago was “‘far 
from lonely” Mrs. Snider says, 
recalling happy family 
get-togethers and the gathering 
of friends and neighbors at the 


‘McDonald ranch, often on 


Sunday to enjoy a chicken 
dinner with all the trimmings. 

Among the neighbors were 
other pioneer families of the 
Springville and Milo areas - the 
Planchons, Dillons, Flaggs, 
Griswolds, Crooks, Gills, 
Wattles, Hardings, Northrups 
and Amicks. 

When she was about 16 years 
old Mrs. Snider moved to 


Porterville to live with a sister. 
getting a job cutting peaches and 
apricots in the Porterville 
cannery, then working in the 
Monache Sweet shop next to the 
old Monache theater. 

It was while working there 
that she won a_ popularity 
contest sponsored by the Moose 
lodge - with a diamond ring as 
the prize - and that she also met 
her future husband. 

Evelyn McDonald and Wes 
Snider, the son of the David 
Sniders who ran cattle on 
Gordon creek near*California 
Hot Springs, were married 
December 15, 1921. They 
moved to “the Stephens place”’ 
just above Springville, where 
they spent the winter months, 
then, during the summer, to 
ranger headquarters at Hossack 
meadow. -

Organic Farming Offers No Panacea 
For Eliminating Work Or Problems 


By Art Thrall 

STRATHMORE .- There is a 
good sized segment of the 
nation’s population that shies 
away from general farm produce 
these days because of the 
chemicals, both in fertilizers and 
pesticides, that are used.in their 
production. 

These people want farm 
produce, but they want it “‘au 
naturale” meaning just the way 
it would grow with no special 
chemical additives in any form. 
So the answer for them. is 
“organic farming” which is 
literally the growing of crops as 
they used to be grown in ie 

“good old days.” 

There are a few organic 
farmers in Tulare county and 
Fred Adams, of the Strathmore 
area, is one of them. He raises a 
wide variety of fruit and 
vegetable crops organically on 
his 55 acre farm to cater to the 
“naturalists.” 

Adams subscribes pretty 


much to the natural food idea 


because, as he explains it, “Some 
of these chemicals can be tough 
on a person’s body if they get 
inside. And the easiest way to 
get them inside is through 
food.” 

Contrary to what a person 
might believe, growing organic 
food is a tough proposition both 
from a work angle and from an 
economic standpoint. 

According to Adams, an 
organic farmer isn’t going to get 
wealthy in a hurry nor is he 
going to be able to sit and just 
watch his crops grow. It takes a 
lot of sweat over the crops and a 
lot of tears over the finances in 
order to make a “go” of organic 
farming. 

In about two hours, this was 
made obvious as Adams, 
descendant of a long line of 
farmers, explained his operation. 

The list of crops grown on 
Adams’ farm, which is listed 
among the 74-member California 
Certified Organic Farmers

Tesatinese From Page 1) 
association, are Navel oranges, 
lemons, grapefruit, tangerines, 
pomegranates, olives, and a wide 
variety of more conventional 
vegetables such as cucumbers, 
melons, tomatoes, and squash, 
plus some others that aren’t so 
conventional such as Chinese 
cabbage, special Chinese long 
beans, bitter melons, and 
Japanese parsley. 

In explaining how crops are 
grown organically, Adams said 
one of the first things is to get 
the land free of previously used 
chemical fertilizers and 
pesticides. This takes awhile and 
continued tests of the soil and 
plants . for officially recognized 
organic farming will allow only 
10 per cent of. inorganic 
chemical content of that found 
in normal. modern farming 
methods.

But there’s much more to it 
than that. 

Plants and trees do require 
fertilization for nutrition and 
good~ growth. Most modem 
farmers use chemicals, either 
scattered on the: ground or 
irrigated in. Not so with the 
organic farmer. He can’t use 
chemicals! 

The obvious fertilizers then 
are natural manures from 
livestock or birds. These are 
used, but also more unique 
forms are required which consist 
of limestone, low-salt processed 
seaweed, fish emulsions, yucca 
saponin, and others that are 
mixed with water and sprayed 
on the plants directly, or on the 
ground around them.

In the process of crop 
production. also comes the 
problem of disease of pests 
which most farmers control by 
various potent chemicals. Adams 
works with two entomologists 
on a special program to establish 
a balanced natural control of 
most of the major problems that 
could afflict his various crops. 
“So far it has worked out pretty 
well,” he commented. 

Asked about thrip, scale, 
quick decline, verticillium wilt 
and other crop problems of this 
area, Adams said that strangely 
enough, the organic situation 
seems to help hold these in 
check. He said, like any local 
farmer, he has had some 
problem with them. But in 
comparison with neighboring 
‘*conventional’’ farms, his 
problems are no worse. 

He does a limited amount of 
work in disease and pest control 
with what he calls 
non-poisonous “narrow range” 
oils, which are water soluble and 
used as sprays. But they are not 
and cannot be the chemicals that 
other ranchers use to control 
similar problems. 

_ Crop yield is another factor 
to consider. Adams said his 
production is comparable to the 
non-organic farms with 
similar-type crops. 

Packing and marketing also is 
a problem not generally faced by 
the average farmer, according to 
Adams, who belongs only to the 
state organic certified farmer 
organization. 

His products have to be 
custom packed and conform to 
all regulations regarding 
packaging. As an example of the 
special handling, Adams’ oranges 
can only be “brushed” before 
packing and cannot be treated 
with waxes and preservatives. 
They also are harvested at 
ripening and not “sweated” for 
color and sweetness. 

Transportation to market is 
also Adams’ worry. To solve 
this, he owns a semi-tractor and 
21-foot refrigerated trailer for 
peak harvest hauling and a 
smaller truck-van for off-harvest 
season use. 

At peak production, Adams

produce a week to the San 
Francisco Farmers market on 
Allemany street. The produce is 
sold. through his own booth 
there to individuals in one 
pound purchases or in larger lots 
to wholesalers or retailers. He 
occasionally trucks to Farmers 
Market ir Los Angeles. 
Concerning the economics of 
the organic farming. venture, 
Adams said his products 
generally bring a higher price 
than conventionally grown 
crops, but the overhead is also 
higher so it balances out, with 
his margin of profit about the 


Adams handed over a small 
sample dish of organically 
grown, specially cured, spiced 
olives that he produces, and 
laughed, “I wouldn’t advise 
anyone to get in this business for 
a big monetary gain. I have yet 
to see a rich organic farmer.” 

“In fact,” the big, husky, 
suntanned man said through his 
laugh, “A person going into this 
business had better be willing to 
sacrifice - financially.” 

But if those olives were a 
sample of the sacrifice involved 
in organic farming, maybe it’s 
worth it. They certainly were
